This main will not 
be laid along Scarsdale until next 
year, owing to the unsettled condi­ 
tion of the ground from the sewer-

When the gas is turned on 
in this, it will be turned off from 
the four-inch main, which will lie 
under the pavement retired after

“ Millions of acres of timber have 
been burned because fires were be­ 
lieved to have been extinguished, 
but were not. 
A camp fire cannot 
i be considered “out” until it has 
I been thoroughly drenched with wa­ 
lter, or, if water is not available, 
it should be amply covered with 
| dirt. 
“The flaming match and lighted 
cigarette, cigar or pipe ashes, tuss­ 
led carelessly from a speeding car, 
j is another cause of forest fires, 
j Those inflammables often set dry 
I grass '>r hush on fire, which in turn 
! fire the trees. 
“ I hose who have s e e n an erst­ 
while forest that has burned will 
j hardly need any warning to be care­ 
ful with fire. The blackened trunks 
devoid of 
branches and foliage, 
stand like a silent but tragic r e ­ 
minder o f the beauty that might 
have been, but which was destroyed 
by rank carelessness. 
Few, if any 
l a n d s c a p e s , are more desolate than 
burned timber.”

The incubator for hatching chick­ 
ens is probably as old as history, 
which in the M editerranean region 
runs hack more than 4.500 years. 
There were, doubtless, incubators 
in Egypt before Moses was born, 
and to this day in that country 
they

the lifetime of the great Hebrew 
leader. 
The art of hatching chickens is 
handed down from generation to 
generation, from father to son, a 
secret craft. 
Baby chicks are an 
important article of trade, and they

Tim ‘ epical Egyptian incubator 
is a rube and cumbersome affair 
when compared with the modern 
device. 
It is a building of con­ 
siderable size, of sundried brick.
